—— upon occaſion of the Invaſion by the Scots, 


HEREAS Wedid by Our Proclamation,bearing date the twentieth day of Zunelaſt,upon due 
M conſideration of the miſeries ofthis Kingdom, andthe true cauſerhereof, warneall Our good 
A] Subjets no longer to be miſled by the Votes,Orders, and prerended Ordinances of One or Both 
A Houſes, by realonche Members do not enjoy the Freedom and Liberty ofParliament, which ap- 
AV pearesby leverall inſtances of Force and Violence, and by the courſe of their proceedings menti- 
oned in Our {aid Proclamation, and ſeverall of Our Declarations : ſince which time Our Sub. 
\ {|| jects of Scotland have made greatand Warlike preparations to enter and invade this Kingdome 
S272] with an Army, and have already actually invaded the (ame, by poſſeſſing themſelves, by force of 
| Armes,of Our Towae of ©Barwick, upon pretence that they are invited hereunto by the deſires 
of che two Houſes ; the which as we doubt not all Our good Subje&ts of this Kingdome will look upon as 
the moſt inſolent Att of Ingratitude and diſloyalty, and tothe apparent breach of the late Act of Pacification lo lolemaly 
made between the Kingdomes, and is indeed no other then a detigne of Conqueſt, and to impoſe new Lawes upon this 
Nation,they not ſo much as pretending the leaſt provocation or violation from this Kingdom:fo Weare moſt aſſured thar 
the Majorpartof both Houſes of Parliamentdoe from theirſoules abhorre the leaſtthought of introducing that Forraigne 
Power,toencreaſe and make deſperatethe mileriesof their unhappy Country. And thereforethat itmay appeareto allthe 
world how far the Major part of both Houies is from ſuch A&tions of Treaſon & diſloyalty, and how groſlely thoſe fevy 
Members remaining at Weſtminſter have and doimpole upon Our People, Wedo Will and require ſuch of the Members 
of both Houles,as well thoſe who haue been by the Fadtion of che Maligaanc Party expelled for performing their duty to 
Us,and into whoſe roomes no Perſons have been ſince choſen by their Country as the reſt who have been driventhence, 
and allthole whobeing conſcious of their want of Freedom , novy ſhall be willing to withdraw from that Rebellious 
City;toaſſemblethemlelves together ar Our City of Oxford,on Munday the twenty ſecond day of January,where care ſhall 
beraken fortheir ſeverall Accemmodations, and ht places appointed for their meeting and where all Our good Subjects 
ſhall ſee how willing We arc to receive Advice for the Preſervation of the Religion, Lawes and ſafety of the Kingdome, 
and,as farre as in Us lyes,toreltore ic to its former Peace and Security (Our chiefte and only end) from thoſe whom they 
havetruſted,though We cannotreccive it in the place where We appointed. And for the berrer encouragement of thoſe 
Members of cither Houleto reſortto Us,vwho may beconſcious tocthemlelves of having jufliy incurred One diſpleaſure 
by ſubmitting coor concurring inunlawfull ations; Andrhact allche World may ſec how willing 2nd deftrous Weare 
to forgetthe [njuries & Indignities offered ro Us,and by an Union of Engliſh hearrs,to preventthe laſting mileries which 
this Forraigne Invaſion muſt bring upon this Kingdome, We doe offer a free and G-nerall Pardon to all the Members 
ofeither Houſe, who ſhall at, or before the ſaid twenty ſecond day of Ianuary appeare at Our City of Oxford,and defire the 
ſame,without Exceptions: which conlidering rhe manifeſt Treaſons commited againſt Us, andthe condition Weare 
now in,improved by Gods wonderfull bleſſing to a better degreethen We have cnjoyed atany time ſincerhefe DiſtraQti- 
ons,is the greateſt inſtance of Princely and Farherly Care of Our People that can be expreſſed, and which Malice utlelfe 
cannot ſuggeſt to proceed from any other ground. And therefore We hope,and are confident, that all ſuch who upoa this 
Our gratious Invitation will notreturne totheir duty and Allegiance,ſhall be no more thought Promoters of the Religi- 
on,Lawes and Liberty of the Kingdome (whichthis way may be, without doubr, ſerled and lecured) but Perſonsenga- 
ged from the beginning, out of their owne Pride, Malice, and Ambition, tobring confuſion and defolationupontheir 
Country, and to that purpoſe (having long ſince contrived the Deſigne ) to invite and joyne with a Forraigne Nationts 
ruine and extinguiſh their owne, and ſhall accordingly be purſued as the moſt deſperate and malicious Enemies of the 
Kingdomae. And Our Pleaſureis, That this Our Proclamation be read in all Churches and Chappells within this Our 
Kingdome, and Dominion of Wales, Givenat Our Court at Ox # 0R D,the 22th day of December, inthe Nineteenth yeare
